Military  training  for  the  year  began  on  28th  of 
August  when  40  Officers,  WO's  and  NCO's 
attended  a  seven-day  refresher  course  on  platoon 
weapons  It  was  designed  to  train  a  group  of 
instructors  who  would  assist  the  A  (j  T  Staff  of 
camp  and  during  the  winter  months 

On  4th  of  September  the  Contingent  proceeded 
by  special  train  to  camp  at  Connaught  Ranges,  near 
Ottawa  The  camp  strength  of  the  Contingent  was 
reduced  to  3C4  all  ranks  because  many  students  were 
engaged  in  essential  war  industries  and  were  there¬ 
fore,  granted  leave  of  absence 

Training  at  the  University  began  on  28th  of 
September  Great  changes  had  been  made  m  the 
syllabus,  with  emphasis  now  laid  on  basic  training 
Potential  officer  candidates  were  given  intensive 
work  in  battle  drill,  field  exercises  and  a  regulation 
assault  course,  which  had  been  erected  on  Leonard 
Field  Qualifying  examinations  had  also  been  abol¬ 
ished  tor  the  rank  and  file,  so  that  the  need  for  an 
Auxiliary  Battalion  had  disappeared  As  a  conse¬ 
quence,  practically  all  students  taking  military 
training  were  enlisted  in  the  COT  C  This  amalga¬ 
mation  increased  the  strength  of  the  Contingent  to 
954  all  ranks,  including  third-year  Medical  students 
who  completed  their  military  training  at  Christmas. 
Discharges  for  enlistment  in  the  University  Air 
Training  Corps  and  for  a  limited  number  to  accept 


commissions  in  the  Navy  brought  about  a  reduction 
of  about  125 

The  Contingent  was  inspected  by  Brigadier  F.  L 
Armstrong,  0  B  E ,  District  Officer  Commanding, 
on  Saturday,  6th  of  February  At  the  reauest  of 
the  DOC  there  was  no  formal  "march  past,"  but, 
instead,  an  inspection  of  companies  and  platoons  in 
the  course  of  their  regular  work 

The  annual  Regimental  dinner  was  cancelled  since 
the  scarcity  of  essential  foodstuffs  made  it  advisable 
to  curtail  such  functions 

During  the  session  a  special  course  in  instruc¬ 
tional  training  for  officers,  warrant  officers  and 
sergeants  was  held  Fifty  45-minute  periods  were 
given  This  course  proved  to  be  of  great  value  and 
should  also  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Contingent 
next  season  because  of  those  instructors  who  will 
remain  with  it 

In  the  past  twelve  months,  87  members  of  the 
Contingent  have  proceeded  to  the  Officers'  Training 
Cenrres  at  Brockville,  Cordon  Head  and  Three  Rivers, 
while  many  others  have  gone  info  service  with  the 
Royal  Canadian  Navy  and  the  Royal  Canadian  Air 
Force  All  fit  medical  students  on  entering  the  fifth 
session  are  enlisted  in  the  Active  Army.  Applicarions 
for  admission  to  an  O  T  C  this  spring  are  numerous 
and  it  is  expected  that  all  men  who  apply  will  be 
accepted  if  they  fulfill  the  necessary  requirements.

The  University  Air  Training  Corps  was  formed  at  the  beginning  of  the  1942-43  session. 
The  Queen's  University  Unit  was  named  No  4  Squadron,  UATC  RCAF  An  instructional 
programme  was  set  up  immediately  upon  formation  A  number  of  students  left  for  the  Western 
Harvest  in  October  Many  others  were  not  taken  on  the  strength  of  the  Squadron  until  November 
These  were  obliged  to  take  an  accelerated  course  in  order  to  come  abreast  of  the  others  by 
Christmas  Despite  such  difficulties,  the  exacting  syllabus  aroused  keen  interest,  and  was  carried 
forward  in  good  order. 

The  course  includes  drill,  mathematics,  Air  Force  Law  and  Administration,  navigation,  aircraft 
recognition,  airmanship,  theory  of  flight  and  signals  The  cordial  co-operation  of  the  RCAF 
Schools  quartered  at  Queen's,  the  staff  of  No  31  SFTS,  RAF  at  Collins  Bay,  and  of  civilian 
instructors  from  the  University  staff,  is  very  gratefully  acknowledged  The  winter  syllabus  will  be 
completed  by  a  two-week  session  at  Camp,  when  Officers  and  Airmen  will  go  to  an  RCAF. 
training  station. 

This  record  of  U  A  T  C  activities  could  not  be  completed  without  a  reference  to  the  tine 
spirit  that  has  prevailed  in  the  Squadron  The  punctuality  regularity  and  diligence  of  all  con¬ 
cerned  has  been  very  gratifying  The  men,  proud  to  be  part  of  the  RCAF,  have  been  alert  ana 
loyal,  cheerful  in  co-operation,  and  have  done  all  they  could  to  maintain  on  the  Queen's  campus 
the  good  name  and  traditions  of  the  service 

To  those  in  charge  the  year  has  brought  keen  satisfaction  and  high  hopes  for  the  future. 
By  the  time  these  words  are  read,  many  members  of  No  4  Squadron  will  be  on  Active  Service

1  A  R  P,  course,  sixteen  hours,  compulsory  for  every  woman  undergraduate. 

2.  St,  John  Ambulance  First  Aid  course,  fourteen  hours,  compulsory  for  every  first-year  student 
in  second  term  and  optional  for  upper-year  students.  Six  hundred  and  twenty-five  St.  J.  A.  A. 
certificates  and  vouchers  have  been  obtained  by  Levana  and  Q.S.S.  women  in  the  first  three 
years  of  war. 

3.  Compulsory  physical  education,  two  hours  per  week,  for  first  and  second-year  students. 
Voluntary  participation  in  athletics  encouraged  amongst  upper-year  students. 

4.  Voluntary  registration  for  work  in  Red  Cross  workroom.  This  is  a  student  enterprise  under 
the  direction  of  ten  conveners  who  keep  the  workroom  open  from  2  to  5,  five  days  a  week. 
Heavy  padded  quilts,  afghans  and  knitted  articles  are  made  and  sent  to  Great  Britain. 

5.  University  Women's  Training  Detachment  oDen  to  upper-year  students  only  with  preliminary 
training  of  value  to  students  who  may  enter  the  C.W.A.C  or  other  services  upon  graduation. 
Courses  in  map  reading  and  telegraphy  are  given. 

6.  Hospital  visiting  and  simple  handicraft  work  in  the  wards  of  the  military  hospital 

7.  Technical  assistance  at  the  Kingston  Blood  Donors  Clinic,  open  only  to  upper-year  students 
who  have  advanced  laboratory  training. 

8.  Committee  to  aid  the  national  war  service  committee. 

9.  Course  in  general  training  for  Girl  Guide  leadership,  second  term,  twelve  hours. 

10  Evening  courses  at  Kingston  Collegiate  and  Vocational  Institute  in  tvDing  shorthand,  sewing 
or  cooking  are  available  to  Queen's  students.  Any  class  of  this  kind  tending  to  make  a 
more  useful  citizen  is  regarded  as  war  service.

This  year  the  experiment  is  bemq  tried  of  sending  students  to  the  local  clinic 
as  a  group,  usually  consisting  of  one  of  the  years  This  has  been  very  successful 
and  has  fostered  a  spirit  of  friendly  rivalry  between  faculties  and  years,  whose

HISTORY  OF  ARTS  '43 


September,  1939,  saw  Arts  '43  appear  on  the 
campus  to  bear  the  freshman's  burden.  The  war 
had  started,  but  football  had  not  yet  stopped;  so 
that  with  this  year's  graduating  class  go  the  last 
of  the  Artsmen  who  had  the  experience  of  doing  a 
night-shift  on  guard  duty  at  the  Stadium,  The  solo 
bass  of  K.  C.  Corbett,  augmented  by  a  select  frosh 
chorus,  dealt  with  the  headless  promenade  of  Anne 
Boleyn,  while  a  lone  bugler  tore  holes  in  the  curtain 
of  the  night  In  spite  of  the  A.M.S.  constitution  we 
had  two  never-to-be-forgotten  year  parties,  and  we 
won  the  most  points  in  the  track  meet  that  fall.  In 
the  spring  we  were  ambushed  by  the  faculty,  in 
traditional  fashion,  as  there  were  many  casualties. 


In  the  autumn  of  '40,  the  sophomores  welcomed 
the  newcomers,  many  of  whom  were  to  become  their 
year-brothers.  Shoulder  to  shoulder  they  stood  in 
the  campus  battle.  That  was  the  year  they  put 
the  tomatoes  to  the  enemy.  The  Arts  building  reeked 
with  vitamins  for  a  week,  and,  after  the  Battle  of  the 
Booth,  the  phone  didn't  ring  for  a  while.  And  there 
were  eggs.  It  was  quite  a  year  for  eggs.  The  Drama 
Guild  laid  one  in  the  fall,  and  the  '43  year  party 
laid  another  But  "Charlie's  Aunt,"  the  "Follies"  and 
the  "Queen  of  Queen's"  year  dance  restored  the 
smiles.  Everyone  took  military  drill  that  year,  in  the 
C.O.T.C.  or  the  Ox  Batt,  And  there  was  Barriefield 
in  the  spring,  tra-a-la  and  cold  porridge!1!

The  Dean’s  Message  .  .  . 

The  younger  members  of  this  generation  may  justly  be  the  objects  of  commiseration  because  they  find 
themselves,  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  in  a  world  of  confusion,  turmoil  and  strife.  The  orderly  course  of 
their  lives  has  been  grievously  disturbed  and  manv  obvious  disabilities  and  frustrations  are  their  lot.  Yet, 
under  these  unfortunate  circumstances,  compensations  may  be  discovered.  It  will  scarcely  be  denied  that  to 
live  in  the  present  period,  to  witness  and  moreover  to  participate  in,  the  momentous  events  now  unfolding,  must 
be  accounted  heavily  on  the  credit  side  Whether  ruthless  power  in  the  hands  of  monstrous  men,  with  half 
the  world  in  bondage,  is  to  be  the  way  of  life,  or  whether  justice,  tolerance  and  mercy  are  to  prevail  —  these 
are  among  the  problems  whose  solution  is  in  the  making. 

Evidence  of  far-reaching  changes  in  the  social  structure,  bound  to  flow  from  the  vast  upheaval,  is  already 
apparent.  The  ordinary  man  will  receive  consideration  hitherto  denied  him.  Included  in  these  changes  will 
come  new  methods  for  the  maintenance  of  health  and  the  prevention  and  cure  of  disease  Indeed  the  practice 
of  medicine,  as  I  have  known  it  and  to  which  you  have  looked  forward,  is  shortly  destined  to  undergo  profound 
alteration.  In  all  likelihood,  before  these  lines  appear  in  print,  the  draft  of  a  Bill  to  establish  a  system  of 
"Compulsory  Health  Insurance"  will  be  made  public.  Duty  and  interest  alike  will  cause  you  to  give  this  plan 
close  consideration.  Your  voice  should  be  heard  with  respect  to  its  adoption  or  to  its  modification. 

What  an  attractive  and  all-embracing  program  lies  before  you1  The  immediate  re-organization  of  the 
medical  profession  in  its  relation  to  the  nation's  health  —  active  service  in  the  fight  for  freedom  —  some  part 
in  the  formation  of  peace  —  all  these  are  your  privilege,  your  opportunity  and  your  right. 

Surely  my  offering  should  be  congratulation  and  not  commiseration.

is  to  be  congratulated  for  an  outstanding  dance  and 
year  party.  To  Ken  Rutledge,  our  formal  convener, 
we  owe  a  great  deal  of  thanks  for  giving  us  a  formal 
that  was  a  crowning  success  and  a  fitting  climax 
to  our  years  at  Queen's.

In  1939,  when  the  Bews  Trophy  was  first  pre¬ 
sented  for  Intramural  competition,  only  about  fifty 
percent  of  the  male  students  took  an  active  part 
in  the  new  sports  programme.
